‘Winnipeg, Man., May 31.—A parad- 
ing crowd’ of 2,000 or more returned 
soldiers and union men, espousing the 
labor side of the general strike in Win- 
nipeg, today swept through the pro- 
vincial house of parliament and then 
marched to the city hall, where they 
broke up a council meeting. 

In both buildings speakers using vio- 
lent language charged that Premier 1. 


were not dealing properly with the 
strike situation, and shouted that 
“something had better be done soon.” 
This was the second parade to par- 
Mament in two days. The marchers no- 
tified Premier Norris that they would 
pay him a third call on Monday. 


Ask Military Force. 
Tonight city and federal officials were 
considering the advisability of asking 
for military forces to guard public 
property in the face of a situation 


officials feared further attempts at dem- 
onstrations might involve more of the 
cooler heads among the strike leaders, 
today’s parade. 

The paraders included returned sol- 
diers not members of unions; returned 
soldiers who are on strike, and some 
men who did not wear the buttons of 
returned soldiers.

PARIS, May 13.—President. Wilson, 
addressing a secret plenary session of 
the peace conference this afternoon, 
declared the great powers are deter- 
mined to supervise the working out 
of the peace settlement, since they are 
responsible for the world’s peace. — 

In case the settlement should fail, 
the president said, it will be the men 
and money of the great powers that 
will be called on to restore peace. 

He spoke in reply to the objections 
of the representatives of several small 
nations to certain terms of the Aus- 
trian treaty, and made plain that no 
amount of argument would change in 
any degree the great powers’ sense of | 
responsibility. 

Smali Nations Protest. 

Premier Paderewski of Poland, for- 
mer Premier..Bratiano of Roumania 
and others objected particularly to the. 
provision of the treaty intended to safe- 
guard the rights of racial, religious 
and linguistic mfhorities. While ac- 
cepting the provision in principle, they 
argued it would foment discontent. 
| Bratiano said it would make all sig- 
natories to the pact guarantors of pro- 
tection of minority peoples, thereby in- 
fringing on the sovereignty of such 
nations as Roumania. 

The objections to this provision, 
however, as well as those to some’of 
the financial conditions, will be for- 
mally taken under advisement by the 
big four. When the treaty is handed 
to the Austrian delegates at St. Ger- 
main Monday noon, the financial, rep- 
arations and military terms will be 
held in reserve. | 


LONDON, May 31 [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—A number of prominent 
Ger nans, chiefly Bavarians, have had 
a coi.ference in Switzerland with repre- 
sentatives of the allied powers, ac- 
cording to a Berlin dispatch received 
at Copenhagen and forwarded by the 
Central News, and it is beiieved that 
Bavaria and other. south German 
states have been offered peace condi- 
tions in case there should be a ques- 
tion of a separate peace.

The left foot 
should be a little farther than the right 
from the line of direction.

a hospital. 


During the Argoenne-Meuse offénsive our 


supply men did heroic work. The constant 
rains and the dark nights offered them pro- 
tection from the enemy airplanes and en- 
couraged them to get closer to the fighting 
troops, but they took punishment from the 
enemy artillery. At Consenvoye one of the 
shells killed Corporal Ralph L. Moore and 
wounded Private Casmer Madlock, both from 
Company A, working. with the transport. 


In the Troyon sector, open country had to 
be crossed in order to deliver food to our out- 
posts. The danger to which they were con- 
stantly exposed did not deter the men from 
getting rations to the foremost points.

SEARCHING FOR WOUNDED. 


Capt. George W. Hartell, in command of 
K company, is very proud of Private Melvin 
Myhrune of his company. Private Myhrune 
was sent out on a patrol. The patrol was ex- 
posed to machine gun and rifle fire. The 
officer in charge was severely wounded and 
the members of the patrol were driven off. 

“Private Myhrune returned to the rear and 
volunteered to guide the stretcher bearers to 
the wounded officer. He went back with 
them. In a short time the stretcher bearers 
returned and reported that the wounded offi- 
cer could not be found and that Myhrune re- 
mained on the spot to look for him. While 

; hunting for him he received two machine 

3 _ gun bullet wounds in the arm and shoulder. 

| Regardless of his wounds, he again acted as 

guide for the second set of stretcher becrers 
and directed them to where the officer was 
found. Not until the wounded officer had 
beén brought to the rear did Private Myhr- 
une report that he himself had been wound- 
ed. 

F. W. Wise, colonel of the martnes, was in 
command of the Fifty-ninth infantry during 
the time that our Third battalion and ma- 
chine gun company were attached to him. 
Here is his comment on their work:

As 
a patrol leader when the regiment was hold- 
ing the line at Mort Homme he led a patrol 
across Forges creek and discovered the first 
intrenched position of the enemy on the other 
side of the river, On another occasion when 
we were operating with the British he got 
to an observation trench of the Germans and 
was about -ready to open fire on them with 
a Lewis gun when he found that the gun 
had jammed. He fought off the Germans by 
“using German hand grenades which he 
picked up on the way. 


Our work in the Troyon sector continued 
up to the time the armistice was declared. 
On the night of Nov. 10 the regiment moved 
out of its front line positions to attack the 
enemy in the morning. At 6:45 a. m. on Nov. 
11 part of the regiment, in codperation with 
other troops of the Sixty sixth brigade, deliv- 
ered an attack on the town of Butteneville 
and dyove the enemy to the north edge of the 
town. During the same period the femain- 
der of the regiment participated in the at- 
tack of our brigade on the Bois de Warville. 
The last morning of the fighting was quite 
an active one, with stubborn enemy resist- 
ance.

STATIONED IN LUXEMBURG. 


With the cessation of hostilities the regi- 


ment was given the task of caring for re- 
leased prisoners of war turned loose by the 
German -retfeat to the Rhine. We remained 
in the Troyon sector until Dec. T, when we 
started on our march to Germany. We com- 
pleted our journey through France, reach- 
ing the neighborhod of Saarburg on Deco. 16. 
Our stay in Germany was very brief. On 
Dec. 17 we left Germany for the state of 
Luxemburg, where we have been stationed 
since Dec. 20. 

In our operations we required three ma- 
chine gun companies. The two companies in 
addition to our own were furnished by the 
One Hundred and Twenty-fourth machine 
gun battalion, commanded by Maj. Floyd F. 
Putnam. At one time or another we had 
with us each one of the feur companies of 
the battalion. The highest praise is due to 
the officers and men of this splendid organi- 
zation for’ their battle discipline and indi- 
vidual acts of bravery. To the commanding 
officer of the One Hundred and Twenty-fourth 
machine gun battalion is reserved the priv- 
lege of recording the work of this organiza- 
tion.

phasized. Actual experience proved beyond 
a doubt that the success of an engagement 
depends entirely on Maison, the most impor- 
tant feature of which is means of communi- 
cation. The highest commendation is due 
our signal personnel. fn battle, as well as in 
the trenches, they conceived and performed 
their duties as ideal soldiers. Through shell

The wireless is used by the regimental 
commander between himself and higher units 
in the rear and is an emergency instrument.

Gale sént the ° 
message by a carrier pigeon. There were no- 


other available means. An airline distance 
of five miles to the corps headquarters where 
the loft was located was covered and frem 
‘there the message was transmitted by tele- 
phone ‘to the division in seven minutes. . 

The signal men accompanying the attack- 
ing waves carry with them telephone wires 
and telephone equipment, connecting up bat- 
talions to regimental headquarters. When 
the enemy shells do not break the wires (and 
they ordinarily do either by direct hits or 
concussion) this is the most satisfactory 
means of communication, but must never 2e 
relied upon entirely, from the regiment to 
the forward elements. T. 2. S.—conduction 
of sound waves through the earth in viace 
of the air—is also carried by the. nttacking 
battalibns, Its usefulness is very limited. 
It is an emergency instrument. Its operar 
tion is seriously interfered with through ac- 
tion by shel? fire and the ;oise of the battle.

BEST MEANS OF COMMUNICATION. 

The most dependable means of communi- 
cation and the one which is indispensable, 
though requiring endurance, personal sacri- 
fice, courage, and deeds frequently resulting 
in loss of life, is the system of runners. In 
battle the battalion commander must rely 
entirely on the runner to keep in touch with 
his companies. He also needs him nearly 
all the time to be in touch with the regi- 
mental commander. At Bois de Forges and 
at Bois de Chaume we had a system of run- 
ner posts running from the front to the 
brigade. Among the bravest men of the 
regiment who gave their lives in the per- 
formance of their duties are our funners.

by his personal bravery and courage, brought 
about an admirable spirit of rivalry among 
all the runners, is Color Sergeant Elof Sand: 
strom. Through his leadership excéilent 
Haison was maintained at all times between 
the regimental and battalion commanders. 
In every engagement he personally covered 
all the ground to the front. On Oct. 8 dur- 
ing our operations on the east bank of the 
Meuse, Color Sergeant Sandstrom had an im- 
portant message to deliver to the battalion 
commander.

An open space of country swept by 
machine gun fire had to be crossed. Sergt. 
Sandstrom carried the message and was 
obliged to cover the ground by leaps and 
bounds to protect himself from direct obser-

A timid runner is of no value. There was 
no timidity about the work of Private Philip 
Duff. The line was exposed to-terrific ma- 
chine gun fire. A message had to be sent 
from the company to the battalion com- 
mander. Duff was there to take it. Later 
on, when reinforcements were required, he 
volunteered to lead the supporting company 
to its position and brought them to the very 
spet where they were needed. 
Corporal Herman J. Friedman is an excel- — 
lent runner. He earned his promotion for 
his splendid work. Maj. Dodd, to whom Pri- 
e¥ate Friedman was attached, -recites a num- 
ber of instances of heroic work by this sol- 
dier. He was detailed by the battalion com- 
mander to take charge of a special group of 
liaison runners. With splendid initiative he 
established posts between the major and the 
front lines, taking every runner through 
heavily shelled woods. For three days this 
soldier went practically without sleep, direct- 
ing the work for other runners and carrying 
messages himself. 
Private Sidney Holzeman vdiunteered to 
carry an important message after six other 
runners had been killed or wounded in the 
attempt. He delivered the message. 

' Private Sidney Hatch was acting as run- 
ner for the 37 millimeter platoon. While 
carrying a message he jumped into a shell 
hole to dodge a shell. The shell burst along-

At Bois de Foret Private Harvey E. 
Camell, Company M, as a runner rendered 
distinguished service from Oct. 6 to 13, 1918, 
in keeping liaison between his company and 
the battalion P. C. On the night of Oct. 10, 
when it was necessary to get an important 
message to the battalion commander, he 
went through heavy artillery fire in carrying 
the message. This he volunteered to do, 
after other runners failed to get through the 
barrage.

That 
soldiers swept about, marauding and murder- 
ing, was quite another matter. They were 
killing for that same fraudulent liberty, kill- 
ing its enemies. Its enemies were those who 
thought they had rights and those who said 
the soviet was wrong. But such was “the 
law 
extravagance, no abstrdity, no matter how 
unnatural, can be gainsaid if it is the law 
and the majority accepts it or suffers it to 
be the law. And in-Grodnia bolshevism was 
the legislature and its dictum was the law. 

From the maniacal consequences of such 
inhumanity, those who were not profiteers of

Beeause of the intense artillery fire and 
the constant shelling by gas, it became prac 
tically imypossible to get rations up to the 
men. In one or two instances so many cas- 
ualties oceurred among the carrying parties: 
that the effort to get up rations had to be 
abandoned. 


The battalion had a difficult task to per- 
form. The fact that it accomplished its 
mission is due to the endurance and per- 
sonal bravery of its officers and men. Let 
me cite a few instances: = 

Second Lieutenant Homer C. Darling of 
€ompany M’ pushed forward through the 
dense woods while exposed to heavy machine 
gun fire from the front and right flank. 
During the advance, he and one ether mem- 
ber of his platoon attacked’ a machine gum 
nest and captured machine guns and 
five prisoners. He had several hand to 
hand’ conflicts with the enemy in the woods 
and personally killed five Germans and 
wounded ethers. His courage and@ leadership 
were directly responsible far tite advance 
of the platoon. 

Second Lieutenant Albert Hy. Stout of Com- , 
pany M is another platoon commanger who 
distinguished himself by his gallantry. After 
the objective had been reached: om Oct. 12, 
the enemy penetrated the line on the left 
and attackedehis plateon from the rear.

. BRAVERY OF MEDICAL CORPS. 

At 1 on 
Capt. William E,: Kendall of Mason City, Il., 
he regimental surgeon, brought me the as 
rance that he had made all arrangements 
for the establishment of first aid. stations 
and care of the wounded. 

“Your orders,” he said to me, “ have been 
obeyed except im one particular. They pro- 
vided for one of the battalion surgeons to 


“be attached to each of the attacking waves 


and for me as the regimental surgeon to fol- 
low up in the rear. This is our first big en- 
gagement. I am golhg, with one of the at- 
tacking waves in erder to let each officer and 
‘man of the medical department know that I 
do not expect of them, any more than I would 
do myself. I know them to be a brave lot 
and want to be one of them.” 


Capt. Kendal! accompanied the first wave 
of the attack. As soon as the first enemy 
trench was captured he established a dress- 
ing station, left it in charge of an assistant, 
and continued with the attacking wave, until 
the objective was reached. Under heavy 
shell and machine gun fire, he. went from 
place to place supervising the work of evacu- 
ating and treating the wounded. — 


Capt. Kendall, now a major, was right. He 
had a brave lot. In this, as in other actions, 
the medical officers and men did heroic work. 
Many of our good soldiers are among us over 
here because of the fearlessness with which 
the medical corps risked their lives to save 
ethers.

On account of 
the commanding positione and dominating 
heights held by the enemy, our troops were 
under direct observation and were constantly 
harassed by artillery and machine gun fire. 
A number of casualties were sustained in 
holding the line. 
line, ‘placed im corps reserve, and ordered to 
Malancourt. While there. our. Third bat 
talion, our machine gum company, and sec- 
tions of the 37 millimeter and trench mortars 
were attached the Fourth division and 
took part in the attack on Bois de Fays and 
Bois de Foret, which I shall mention later: 

On Oct. 7 the regiment returned to its old 
positions on the west bank of the Meuse for 
an attack across the river on Consenvoye, 
Bois de Chaume,; and Plat du Chene. The 
Seventeenth French corps held the line on 
the east side of the Meuse in front of Bra- 
bant, facing north. Thetr line with ours 
formed a right angle, 
leling our lines. a 
The plan was to have the French start the 
attack, passing in front of us. Their ob- 
jective was the town of, Consenvoye. After 
the French cleared us we were to cross the 
Meuse, pase the French troops, and go on 
with “he attack through Bois de Chanme and 
Piai du Chene, to what tvas designated as the 
first and second exploitation objectives. We 
left our positions west of the Meuse at 9

a. m., Oct. 8, on notice from the division that 
the French corps had reached its normal ob- 
jective. 
FORMATION FOR ATTACK, 

The formation for thg attack was as fol 
lows: | 

Second battalion, One Hundred and Thirty- 
second infantry (Maj. Paul C. Gale command 
ing), with Company A, One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth machine gun bettajion (Capt. 
“William L. Kirgbaum) on the righ 

First battalion, One Hundred and Thirty- 
second infantry (Maj. Brandon J. Dodd com- 
manding), with Company D, One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth machine gun battalion 
(Capt. Patrick J. Dodd ¢ommanding) on the 
left. 

Second battalion, One Hundred and Thirty- 
first infantry (Maj. Hamlet Ridgeway com- 
tanding), with the machine gun company, 
One Hundred and Thirty-first infantry (Capt. 
James M. Melville) in support. 

Attached to each battalion were sections 
of trench mortars and 37 millimeters. A roll- 
ing barrage was furnished by the One Hun- 
‘dred and Fourth field artillery, Second bat- 
talion, One Hundred and Fifth field artillery, 


morning of the attack’ and Second battalion, One Hundred and Sixth 


field artillery. ee 


The Second battalion, in the lead, crossed 
the Meuse at Brabant, followed by the First 
battalion. The Second battalion of the One 
Hundred and Thirty-first infantry crossed the 
river at Consenvoye in time to follow as the 
support to the attacking battalions. Col. 
Allen’s men again distinguished themselves 
in providing the bridges across the Meuse as 
they did across the Forges. 

At 11 a. m. the advance by battalions in 
battle formation started on the forming up 
line which ran east and west direetly north 

- of Brabant. The operation order showed the 
normal objective of the French troops to be 

‘the road running from Consenvoye to the 
northern edge of the Bois de Consenvoye. 
This was the point from which we were to 
deliver the attack. | 

It was taken for granted that | the territory 
from Brabant north to Consenvoye had heen 
cleared by the French troops preceding us. 
Our experience was quite the contrary. The 
right flank shortly after leaving Brabant 
came under the enemy’s machine gun fire 
delivered from. the southwest edge of Con- 
senvoye woods. The left flank came under 
heavy enemy fire from the town of Consen- 
voye. The fire on the right was particularly 
destructive and held up the line. 


Were it not for the precaution taken in 
the formation of the trvops, which was in 
line of combat groups precedec by scouts, 
the enemy would have succeeded in surpris- 
ing us by heavy flank fire op both sides. 
Combat groups of half platoons, with euto- 
matic riflemen playing the leading part, pro- 
ceeded to both flanks, er raging enemy ma- 
chine gun nests and holding the fire on both 
flanks while the main line advanced. Before 
the right flank could advance the edge of 


harassing enemy machine gun fire. 

Lieut. Arvid Gulbrandson, F, 
with fifteen men, was ordered to remove the 
obstacle. After proceeding some distance in 


the direction of the position from which the : 


machine gun fire came he encountered a 
strong machine gun nest. He realized that 
the advance of the attacking wave depended 
on the elimination of this obstacle. With 
ae small detachment he encircled the nest 

and against great odds and stubborn resist- 
ance successfully attacked the enemy’s posi- 
tion. 

So skillfully was the disposition of the de- 
tachment made and so effective was his fire 
that the enemy was deceived into believing 
that the attack of the leading elements was 
being made on the Consenvoye woods. The 
result was that the enemy's fire was shifted 
from the main line and coneentrated on his 
detachment. This shift of the fire made it 
possible for the battalion to advance. 

In this fight against terrible odds Lieut. 
Gulbrandson had every one of his men killed 
and was killed himself. His individual con- 
duct and that of his men showed not only 
extraordinary heroism but a thorough under- 
standing of a soldier’s mission. Sixteen lives 
were given in the execution of an order, but 
the desired result was obtained. The bat- 
talion went on with its attack. 


MET WITH ANTLTANK RIFLES. 
In covering the territory from Brabant to 


Consenvoye (supposed to have been con- 
quered ground) a number of other casualties 
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were sustained im addition to the loss of 
Lieut. Gulbrandson and his detachment. It 
was in this advance that we first came in 


contact with anti-tank rifles, which the 


enemy used against our infantry. The 
wounds inflicted by these rifles are too hor- 


_rible to describe, as may be realized from the 


fact that they are intended for disabling 
tanks. These guns were subsequently cap- 
tured in the advance and are highly treas- 
ured trophies of the regiment. 
The normal objective, the point from which 
our troops were to follow up the advance of 
the French, was reached at 12:30 p.m. The 
battalions reformed for the continuation of 


the attack and awaited the division order 


to proceed to the first exploitation objective. 

The town of Consenvoye was captured on 
the way to the normal objective under the 
gallant leadership of Maj. Brandon J. Dodd. 
He was about fifteen yards in the rear of the 
first wave when it was held up by machine 
‘gun fire. He crossed the line, got in front of 
it, located the direction from which the fire 
came, gave orders for flanking fire, and cour. 
ageously getting in front, started the line 
forward, renewing the attack. The town of 
Consenvoye was captured, many of the 
enemy were killed, and a number of prisoners 


taken. 


With the cap: ure of German Maj. 
Dodd’s men recaptured Lieut. Russell A. 
Schmidt and two men of the One Hundred 
and Eighth field signal battalion of our divi- 
Lieut. Schmidt with a detachment of 
signalmen preceded our attacking waves. 
He was laying advance wires to be used by 
us for communication to the rear. As he 
crossed the Meuse with his men he came 
under enemy fire and was severely wounded 
and captured. With him were captured the 
He knew his own case to 
be hopeless on account of his wounds. ‘With 
wonderful presence of mind he gathered up 
his plans and orders, weighed them down 
with a stone, amd sent them to the river 
bottom. Two hours later our men recaptured 


' Lieut. Schmidt and his men as they were 


being carted away by the Germans retreat- 
ing in front of-our attacking wave. 

The gallantry of First Sergt. Johannes 9, 
Anderson of Company B was recognized by 
the war department when a congressional 
medal of honor was issued to him. Under 
intense artillery fire he took an enemy strong 
point containing machine guns and without 


assistance brought in twenty-three prisoners. 


It was near Consenvoye that Private Louis 
Cecilia of Company G distinguished himself 
by his'gallantry. His platoon was being held 
up by enemy machine guns. He crawled out 
in front of the platoon and succeeded in get- 
tlag within ten yards of the enemy. With 
bombs he forced the machine gunners into 
the open, where they were under heavy fire 
from our own machine guns and were killed 
and wounded. The enemy was returning 
bombs. One of them hit Ceeiita and wounded 
him severely. 

Private Felix Bird of Company E has to 
his credit forty-nine “iermans whom he 


‘forced out of a dugout and led to the rear 


as prisoners. A German officer who attempt- 
ed to escape was killed by Bird on the spot. 

In this action First Lieuts. Claude H. 
Craig, Jay T. Baughan, and Roger K. Thomp. 
son displayed a degree of heroism anda leader- 


ship which won for every one of them a 


captaincy, putting them in command of the 
companies with which they fought bravely 
on ‘the battlefields. 


Corporal Robert C, Fraser of Company C 
was not willing to have the war conclude 
without his contribution in the line of cap- 
turing prisoners.” At the point of his bayonet 
he marched fifty Germans out of a dugout 
near Consenvoye and made them prisoners.

DIG IN FOR THE NIGHT. 


I am quite proud of the individual cases 
of bravery noted during our attack on Con- 
senvoye, but am especially proud of the 
splendid fighting qualities which were shown | 
by the entire pergonnel of the two attacking 
battalions. The order ‘came to renew the 
attack at 4 p.m. The battalions started off 
under the protection of a rolling artillery 
barrage, keeping 300 meters in the rear of 
it, the ‘Second battalion on the: right, the 
First battalion on the left, the Second bat- 
talion, One Hundred and Thirty-first infan- 
try, in support. The advance proceeded with- 
out much opposition until darkness, when - 
the attacking battalions halted at the south 
edge of the Bois de Chaume and dug in for 
the night. | 


' At 6 a. m. of Oct. 9 the advance was re

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sumed with the assistance of an artillery 
barrage. We were unfortunate in having 
Capt. Franklin Wood of Company D killed 

few moments after we started, while he 
was getting into the woods, leading his men 
in the attack. He had eleven bullets in his 
body. He was a brave officer and much be- 
loved by his men. 

When. the middle of the Bois de Chaume 
was reached the right battalion encountered 
strong opposition and suffered some losses 


from machine gun fire, but continued its ad- 


vance, being only slightly behind the left 
flank. It successfully disposed of the many 
machine gun nests found in the Bois de 
Chaume directly in front of its line and on 
its immediate flank. In its advance it con- 
tinued to be disturbed by machine gun fire 
some distance away from its right flank, com- 
ing from the east and northeast. It was ap- 

rent that the fire was coming from the 

ont covered by the division on our right. 
As the advance continued through the woods 
the fire on the right flank increased in densi- 
ty and delayed the progress of the right bat- 
talion. | 

The left battalion reached its objective at 
1l a.m. The right battalion. on accougt of 
heavier opposition, did not reach same until 
an hour later. 

On reaching the first exploitation objective 
both battalions sent out strong combat pa- 
trols to the front in the direction of: the sec- 


ond exploitation objective, All of the patrole 


met with considerable opposition, par’ 
the patrols of the right battalion. During 
the time that the patrols were active both 
battalions were digging in on the line of the 
first exploitation objective. The support bat- 
talion dug in in the rear of the right battal- 
ion. One of its companies came to the front 
to assist the right flank... 

The combat patrols reached the second ex- 
ploitation objective, overcoming small groups 
of the enemy and machine gun _ nests. 
Throughout the morning dnd the entire pe- 
riod of the advance a-very heavy fog was 
hanging over. the territory covered in the 
advance. About:the time that the second 
objective was reached the fog lifted. Both 
the enemy and our own troops were sur- 
prised to find that the lines were separated 
only by about fifty meters. The enemy im- 
mediately retired. several hundred yards, 
leaving a few machine guns in his main de-— 
fense line. 

While advancing from the normal to the 
second objective our right battalion looked 
in vain for liaison with the division on our 
right. Under orders our troops were to at- 


tempt ta reach their second objective inde- 


pendently of the action of the troops on our 


right. On reaching the final objective it be- — 


came certain that the troops on our right 
failed entirely to advance from the normal 
objective. In fact, the troops on our right 
had even failed to reach the normal objective. 

This situation left an exposed flank on our 
right of approximately 2,000 meters. The 
enemy took advantage of the situation by 
pressing hard against our right flank and 
filtering through the gap left open by the 
failure of the troops on the right to advance. 
The activity of small groups of the enemy 
was followed by a counter attack directed 
against the exposed right flank. The em- 
ploymentvof the battalion in support and the 
two companies on the extreme right flank 
was not sufficient to overcome the counter 


attack and hold ‘the line at the same time. 


It became necessary to bend the right flank 
in an effort to connect up with the extreme 
left of the division on our right. 


In the counter attack the enemy employed . 


infantry assisted by machine guns, played 
quite heavily with his artillery on our lines, 
and used a larg@¢ number of airplanes which 
were flying low and firing directly at our 
troops. The enemy failed to break up our 
lines. He was repulsed after inflicting many 
casualties on ug and sustaining more him- 
self. The line was then reorganized with the . 
extreme right flafk resting on the line of the 
normal objective, the left flank remaining 
on the second exploitation objective.

Gen. George 
Bell Jr., appointed to West’ Point from Illi- 
nois, under whose able leadership and care- 
ful guidance the sons of Illinois fought their 
way across the battlefields of France. : 


At the beginning every officer and man in 


the regiment was from Chicago and Illinois. | 


Among the replacements there came sol- 
diers from other states, notably Tennessee. 


- We have adopted them as our own and I am 
proud to say that they became a part of us. . 


My tribute to those whd are buried beneath 
the soil of France and to those who are re- 
turning home, having made their~contribu- 
tion to the cause of the world’s liberty, is that 


the regiment upheld the glory of Illinois and | 


lived up ‘to its traditions. 


The regiment arrived in France at the 
of Brest on May 24, crossing on the Mount 
Vernon, formerly the German steamship 


Kronprincessin Cecelia. The march across 


| France started May 26. At the conclusion of 
hostilities we were within thirty miles of 
Metz. The eastern border of France was 
crossed on Dec. 11, on the way to Germany. 


Our first halt was at a rest camp at Pon-— 


tenazen, where we remained until May 30. 
Onfthat date we entrained for Oisement, ar- 


riving there June 1. Regimental headquar- | 
ters were established at Allery. This was 


“our first training area. June 10 we 
moved to Gamaches and thence on the 2ist 


to Moliens au Bois, where we became at- . 


tached to the British forces and began an in- 
tensive period of training, with the assist- 
ance of the British officers who were at- 
tached to us. We were close enough to the 
front to hear the frequent roar of artillery 
and to learn the art of dodging bombs from 
enemy airplanes. 

There wag great anxiety for the day when 


we would be permitted to face the enemy. 


It came sooner than was expected. On July 
4 the blood of our officers and men mingled 


with the blood of Australian troops in front’ 


of Hamel; Companies A and G, 500 men strong, 
with a full complement of officers, were at- 
tached to the Fourth Austrajian infantry 
’ brigade for front line duty. While in the 
-dine-they participated in a successful attack 
at Hamel and Vaire Woods on the morning 


of July 4. The official report of the Aus- 


tralian colonel has this to say about tlie first 
experience of our men in battle thirty days 
after they got to France: | | 


“The Americans attached to us deserve 


special mention for their part in. the opera 
tiony They behaved wonderfully, but were 
rather anxious to get close te our barrage 
(a very common fault with new troops). 
There is not the slightest doubt that 


they possess all the qualifications to make | 


first rate fighting troops.” ° 

Lieut. Gen. Monash, commander in chief 
of the Australian forces, paid this tribute: 
“The-dash, gallantry; and efficiency of 
these American troops left nothing to he de- 
aired, and my Australian soldiers speak in 


the very bighest terms of praise of them. 
That soldiers of the United States and of 
Australia have thus been associated for the 
first time in such close codperation on the 
battlefield is a historicaly event of such 
significance that it will live forever in the 
annals of our respective nations.”

DETAILS OF OPERATION. 

Here are some of the details of the opera- 

tion. The possession of Hamel and Vaire 


Woods by the erremy formed a salient in the 


line. The object of the attack: was to reduce 
this salient. The zero hour was 3 o’clock in © 
the morning. The attack' was launched un- 
der the protection of a creeping artillery bar- 
rage. -The troops moved at the rate of 100. 
yards in three minutes. The artillery fire 
was quite heavy, but not very effective, as it 


_ fell short, causing a number of casualties on 


the forming up line. . f 


On reaching the first trenches of the 
enemy the wire was found to be practically 
intact. The men went through the wire in 
the face of deadly machine gun fire. The 
first trench was rushed, bayonets and bombs 
were used against the garrison in Pear 
trench, Further resistance was met at the 
Vaire trench; bayonets and bombs were 
again used to overcome the garrison there. | 
After Vaire and Pear trenches were taken 


The machine gun nests in Hamel were 
takén care of by the tanks. The first ob- 
jective, 1,200 yards from the jumping off 
place, was reached at 4 a. m. A halt of ten 
minutes was had, and the assaulting waves 
were reorganized under the protection of a 
smoke screen. The tanks took advantage of 
the ten minutes to catch up to the leading 
waves. At 4:10 a. m. the advance was re 
sumed at the rate of 100 yards in four min- 
utes. The final objective was reached at 5 
a.m. Here the enemy 'was found in strong 
forces. It was necessary for the tanks to go 
forward mopping up some trenches .and 
girong points. The enemy was overcome 
and the line dugin by 7a.m. 

The British high command recognized the 
gallant service of our men and recommend- 
ed three officers for the military cross and 


five men for the distinguished conduct med- — 


wis, which were presented by King George 


- in person. These officers and men, together 
with officers and men of the One’ Hundred 


and Thirty-first infantry, who also furnished 
two companies, were the first Americans to 
be decorated by the king. Gen. Pershing re- 
ceived his decoration at the same ceremony. 
SOME OF THE HEROES. 

Here are a few instances of individual 
bravery as reported to me by the British 
and our own officers: fees 

Second Lieut. Michael M. Komorowski, 
Company G, though suffering from a wound 
in the arm received early in this engagement, 


advanced with his platoon until the objec-. 


tive was reached, where he. consolidated the 
line and remained until they, were dug in, 
thereby displaying unusual gallantry and 
setting a good example to his men. 

First Lieut. Frank Schram, medical 
corps, displayed remarkable coolness and gal- 
lantry during the attack. He went over the 
top with the Australian medical officers and 
established a dressing station in front of the 
enemy's line, dressing wounds under heavy 
shell fire, continuing at his post until all the 
wounded had been evacuated. 

Second Lieut. Harry Yagle, while digging 
in at his final objective, came under fire from

It was a proud moment when word reached 
the regiment that the front line trenches of 
the famous battlefields of Mort Homme in 
front of Verdun were to be occupied by us. 
‘The command of the Mort Homme sector 
passed to us on the morning of Sept. 10, when 
we relieved the Four Hundred and Eighth 
French infantry regiment. Until Sept. 26 
our men with the French to our right and 
Americans to our left, held the Mort Homme 
hill and stood watch over the approach to 
the city of Verdun, where a million lives 
were given to stop the advance of the Huns. 
During this: period we were actively patrol- 
ling No Man’s land and frequently encoun- 
tered German patrols. One of our men was 
killed, one captured, and a number wounded 


wounded. 
THOUGHT ADVANCE IMPOSSIBLE, 


On Sept. 28 came the warning order that 
on the morning of Sept. 26 a general attack 
would be™launched against the enemy, 
‘tending from Metz to the North sea. Our 
regiment was on the extreme right of the 
entire line of advance, resting against the 
west bank of the Meuse. It was to be the 
pivot for the general advance, which was to 
swing to the north and drive the enemy off 
the west bank of the Meuse. 

When the order reached me I was remind- 
ed of my. first inspection of the sector, made 
with the colonel in command of the Four 
Hundred and Fighth French infantry. He 


was explaining our defenses as well as those - 


of the enemy. The River Forges was in the 

center of No Man’s land. Beyond the river 

was the Bois de Forges. : 
As we were standing together in an obse 


gurl nests on the edge of Forges woods, and 
the whole scheme of the German defense 
would make an attack by us quite impos- 
sible.” 


When the attack order reached us iit pro- . 


vided for what the gallant French colonel 
. considered quite impossible, to hop over the 

top, cross the Forges river, attack the enemy 

in the woods, capture the town of Forges, 

swing around to the east, and establish a line 

of approximately 2,00Q.meters in length on 
the west bank of the Meuse. 


The zero hour was 6:15 a.m. Two hours 
before such time the regiment was in posi- 
tion for the advance, with the First battalion, 
in command of Maj. Brendon J. Dodd, on the 
right; the Second battalion, in command of 
Maj. Paul C. Gale, on the left, and the Third 
battalion, in command of Maj. Johy J: Bul- 
lington, in support. Each battalion had two 
companies in the line and two in. support.

ALL FORCES REACH OBJECTIVE. 


The right battalion swung to the east to 


advance te its objective and became subject- 
ed to heavy machine gun fire from command- 
ing positions along the Ravine des Rapilleux. 
The troops worked forward and, assisted by 
the fog, which still hung very low, rushed 
these positions, killing the gunners and cap- 
turing guns. The progress continued until 
the objective was reached on the railroad 


tracks paralleling the west bank of the 
Meuse. 


The right company. of the right battalion 
(Company D) had the special mission upon 
reaching Diogenes trench to swing to the 
right and clean up the trenches and any 
strong points found in the direction of the 
town of Forges and in the town itself. They 
brushed aside opposition encountered, cap- 


tured the town of Forges, and, proceeding — 


east, reached their objective in time to estab- 
lish liaison with the balance of the battalion 
when its objective. 


The left battalion executed the turning 
‘movement toward the River Meuse along the 
narrow gauge railroad, running about 300 
yards west of the Forges-Drillancourt road, 
until its right flank struck the road running 
east and west through the center of the 
Woods, when it advanced in a due easterly 
direction. The _opposition encountered was 
similar to that of the right battalion, with 
the same result. The battalion reached its 
objective in schedule time. 


The support battalion followed the left bat- 
talion at 500 yards until it struck the edge 
of the Bois de Forges, when it inclined to the 
west and went around the outer edge of same 
and filled the gap between this regiment and 
the regiment on our left created by our turn- 
ing movement to the east. Part of this bat- 
talion was placed in commanding positions 
near the center of the woods for , mopping 
up and for holding approaches in case of a 
counter attack. ° ‘ 


- After advancing five kilometers the objec: 
tive of the regiment was reached by 10 
o’clock, when the work of organizing the line 


was begun. In substance the action amount- . 


ed to crossing No Man’s land in front of the 
enemy, executing an encircling movement, 
‘and hitting him on the flank. All of the 
enemy machine guns were laid”=te meet an 
attack from the front.

‘The operation was successful. Many cas- 
ualties were inflicted on the enemy.

REGIMENT WINS MEDALS.~ 

Up to date (March 1) five congressional 
medais of honor have come to this regiment 
out of a total of forty-seven issued to the en- 
tire American expeditionary forces. Four of 
them were given for bravery in this action:

Capt. George H.. Mallon, in command of 
Company E, won the admiration and love of 
every man of his company by his bravery, 
gallantry, and leadership. He engineered 
and took part personally in the capture of 
an enemy battery of four 150 millimeter how- 
itzers, attacking some of the gunners with 
his fists. He personally led attatks on ma- 
chine gun nets, resulting in the capture of 
eleven machine guns, one antitank gun, and 
their crews. The conspicuous personal gal-. 


lantry of Capt.,Mallon was. the deciding fac- - 


tor in siléncing these guns and enabling the 
line to reach its objective. 

First Sergt. Sydney G. Gumpertz, as Capt. 
Malion’s first sergeant, displayed a high de- 


' gree.of bravery and fearlessness in action. 


He led his men directly on a machine gun 
nest and when his companions became cas- 
ualties in the enemy barrage,: jumped into 
the machine gun nest, captured nine of the 
crew, and silenced the gun which was check- 
ing the advance of his company. 

Private Berger Loman of Company H, 
singled handed, flanked a machine gun nest. 
By throwing hand grehades, he compelled 
the crew to retire. He went into a dugout, 
bringing out fourtéen men and one officer 
at the point of his bayonet. 

Sergt. Willis Sandlin of Company H 
showed distinguished gallantry in action 
over and above the call of duty by attacking 
single handed a machine gun nest which was 
holding up the line. The sergeant, armed 
with a rifle, pistol, and grenades, went ahead 


about fifty yards directly at the maghine gun ~ 


nest. He threw a bomb into the nest, which 
exploded, putting the gun out of commission. 
The company was then able to make a fur- 
ther advance. On. two other occasions Sergt. 
Sandlin alone rushed machine gun nests and 
put them out of action. ai 7 


Private Henry Hoy of Company A saw dag 


hand grenade drop near one of his company - 
officers. As quick as a flash and without 
consideration of his personal safety, he 
picked up the hand grenade and threw it 


- Over the officer’s head. It exploded in the 


air the instant that it left his hand. He 
risked his own life to save the life of an- 
other.

Charles Schultz of Company H proved them- 
selves heroes in the manner in which they

To make any lambrequin success- 
fully it is absolutely imperative that 
it should be bullt upon a framework 
of wood and the arched one is no ex- 
ception. Granted this proper founda- 
tion, any one can go ahead and finish 
it up.

A slat shaped wooden piece, with a 
little L at each end'of it, is fitted 
across the window frame. This will 
have screw eyes and hooks to hang 
it to the window frame, and fixtures 
for curtain poles made in it..

Now, after*a year, it is so faint that it 
cannot be seen without a telescope. 
The behavior of Nova Aquilae was 
quite consistent with the well known 
habits of “new” stars, and was an- 
other bit of evidence to show what is 
the ultimate fate of every sun. 
The explanation of the outburst is 
that the star which became Nova 
Aquilae was a dark sun, plunging 
along through space, and of so dull a 
color that it was almost invisible un- 
til it encountered one of the innumer- 
able swarms of dark meteors which 
abound in space. The impacts’ of the 
rocks upon the advancing face of ‘the 
star caused a terrific outburst. It will 
be recalled that the star blazed up from 
invisibility into first magnitude in the 
space of a very few hours, attaining a 
pure white glow, like Vega. This was 
while it was still in the meteor cloud. 
After a few days it faded, turning to 
red, and as it did so the true star light 
died out, leaving only the bright red 
glow of the tortured atmosphere and 
trailing clouds of green nebula in its 
wake. Because the outburst was all 
on the surface, the atmosphere quick- 
ly cooled off again and faded, and Nova 
Aquilae sank back to its former in- 
significant place. 
The flash of a new star leads one 
to ponder on what would have hap- 
pened if the sun and its family of 
planets had been placed in a similar 
plight. Stppose that we, instead of

By means of extended observation 
of the numbers and habits of meteors, 
astronomers can answer these ques- 
tions at least in part. Over twenty 
million meteors strike the earth every 
twenty-four hours, few of them ‘going 
less than ‘six miles per second. Most 


of them are quite small, but even 80, 


if they had an uninterrupted path to 
the solid earth they would come down 


‘like hail stones, stripping the branches 


from the trees and killing every crea- 


ture. Only a few of these celestial pro- 


jectiles ever reach solid .round. Our 
deep, dense air forms an effective bar- 
rier which keeps them out. The air 
seems soft and yielding to us only he- 
cause travel through it slowly. ' To 
a fast-moving meteorite it is as ef- 
fective an obstacle as the solid earth 
itself. 

The ‘air on the star Nova Aquilae 


served for a time to stem the bom- 


bardment. The intense white glow 
gave evidence of that. But at length 
the air itself was turned to a sheet of 
‘flame by the heat, and when it was 
stripped off and scattered there was 
nothing left to protect the ball from 
the merciless pounding of the meteors. 


Such a fate would certainly await 
the earth if it were in a similar place. 
Nova Aquilae plowed through . the 
swarm and escaped, just as the earth 
dashes through the little meteoric 
clouds which dot its path. If the solar

BOLSHEVISM AND THE CHURCHES.

Although Socialists 
of all varieties protest savagely against any check 
upon their own utterances, no matter how- tn flam- 
matory or subversive of social order or public 
safety even in war, once in power they seem. ready 
to ride down any dissentient as ruthlessly as:-a 
Cossack palace guardsman. 

We know the excuse offered for radical qpersecu- 
tion of the churches. It is claimed they are the 
tools of autocratic power and in “capitalistic” 
countries the allies of plutocracy. In Russia, un- 
doubtedly, the church was a pillar of czardom. In| 
most, if not all, countries it is the enemy of 
violence and the support of order. Revolution- 
aries, therefore, are hostile to it, but certainly the 
fact that it has sometimes, as in Russia, assisted 
oppression or obstructed reform does not justify 
its destruction, much less the persecution of re-

Although, to some extent and under 
the most favorable conditions, leasing is desirable, 
or even necessary, the general tendency is not for 
‘the public good. Leased land is seldom maintained 
and the lessee cannot have the enterprise and solid- 
ity of the man who works his own land; neither 
does his family have the eieeaae oa of a real 
home. 

One of the principal objects of Anierican policy 
should be the development of a democracy of small 
land owners, practicing intensive dgriculture. By

Vitus dance, obesity, and of nerve pain 
From this book the fol- 
lowing exercises are selected: 
| 

STOOP SHOULDERS. 

The shoulders “ stoop” because of the 
shape of the chest. However, even 
though the chest is narrow and deep, 
the shoulders can be kept from sliding 
forward by well developed neck and 
back muscles. The exercises given by 
MacKenzie for this affection are de- 
signed to develop these back muscles, 


Exercise 1~—Breathe deeply, drawing in 
the chin and carrying the bone 
upward and forward, - This is to be re- 
peated five times. 


Exercise 2—Standing, carry the extend- 
ed arms forward and upward until they 
are vertical, rise on the toes, taking a 
deep breath simultaneously. Lower the 
arms, carrying them downward and 
backward, exhaling, and sinking the 
heels to the floor simultaneously. 
is to be repeated ten times, 


Exercise 34-Stand upright, with the 
smal]! of the back, the 
fingers locked and the palms out.

CURVATURBD OF THE SPINDE. 

The correction of curvature of the 
spine, not due to disease of the verte- 
bra, is possible within limitations, but. 
the process is a slow one. As in treat- 
ment of other deformities by muscle de- 
velopment, time and patience are re. 
quired. No one can cure himself unless 


| he is willing to put in some time each 


week for years. 

- In curvature of the spine it is espe- 
cially necessary to record progress by 
means of photographs or drawings. Pho- 
tographs are apt to be misleading. There 
is a drawing apparatus made on the 
basis of a pantagraph, with which the 
best records of degrees and kinds of 
curvature are recorded. 

The kind of exercise taken Wnust. vary 
according to the location of the curva- 
ture in the spinal column and its direc- 
tion. No one should take any given ex- 
ercise for spinal curvature until these 
points have been determined. MacKen- 
zie gives nearly twenty exercises, some 
suited to each of the ordinary types of 
curvature. 


HERNIA AND OF THE 
ABDOMINAL MUSCLES. 
About 95 per cent of all hernia are 
nguinal and 95 per cent of these are in- 
direct. MacKenzie has seen many her- 
nias of this kind cured by appropriate 
exercises. Cure by exercise seldom re- 


} sults In a person more than 60 years of 


age. He quotes the following cases: 

G—25 years of age,

MacKensie quotes Sedver as saying 
that about 70 per cent of inguinal her- 
nias can be cured by muscle develop- 
ment. 
the abdominal walls are developed 
enough to retain the hernia. But, Mac- 
Kenzie says, trusses of themselves do not 
cure. It is important that the truss pad 
be flat on its surface. A pyramidal! pad 
will spread the hernial opening and make 
the hernia worse. In taking exercises 
the hernia must be held back. If the pa- 
tient cannot do.this with his hand a truss 
must be worn. . | 

Exercise 1. Lying on the back, hold the 
hernia back with the second finger of 
one hand. Place one hand of the pit 
of the stomach. Inhale, exhale, and 
press in deeply with the hand on the pit 


of stomach. The ability strongly to con- 


tract the muscles of the pit of the stom- 


ach is easily acquired. After this has 


been acquired it is not necessary to use 
the hand for pressure in this region. 
Exercise 3. Lying, one hand under 
back, the other over the hernia, the seo- 
ond finger closing the ring, inhale and 
exhale. 
Exercise 8. Lying on back, one hand 
closing the ring, the other behind the 
neck, Raise the head and shoulders, 
twisting the body toward the side oppo- 
site the hernia.

HE breaking up of the Austrian empire has brought about » confused 
and annoying situation with regard to currency. That ts, ft is annoying 
to every one except the money changers, who are legion and who thrive 

on it, exacting tribute in every manner known to that craft. 

’ The new countries formed out of old Austria have not had time nor are 
they sufficiently well established to have a currency of their own, so they are 
all using the currency of the old empire. But in order to localize it and 
legalize it according to the new boundaries each country puts a stamp of its 
own on the notes. All metallic currency except the fractional parts of a crown 
has disappeared. There are 100 hellers to a krorfe or crown, which fn normal 
times was worth about 20 cents. Thus 6 hellers were worth approximatdy 1 


Everything else is paper, from 1 and 2 kronen shinplasters up to 10, 20, 
60, 100, and 1,000 notes. These are all printed the same on both sides as to text 
and scroll work, with the exception that one side the text is in German and 
on the other in Hungarian. On the notes from 10 kronen up the denomination 
of the bill ts deseribed in eight different languages. 


Now all the budding republics which have grown out of the dual mon- 
archy are using this same currency, but stamp it with their own specia] mark 
as already stated, and they refuse to take any. other kind.

in pictures of the war of 1870. | 

The commander of the French cav- 
alry corps and his staff, whom I met 
in the central square, formed a strik- 
ing group against a very suitable back. 
ground of gun parks and ammunition 
wagons. One looked in vain for the 
fire eating “ beau sabreur” of a Murat. 


The man who had come back from 
that first desperate onslanght in Bel- 


gium and had so grandly supported . 


and succored our hard pressed allies in 
their splendid defense was.a very quiet,. 
undemonstrative,.spare little figure of 
at least 60 years of age. He appeared 
hard and fit, and showed no sign of the 
tremendous strain he had already un- 
dergone. On the contrary, he was 
smart and dapper and looked like the 
lightweight horseman he is. His clear 
cut face and small, regular features 
denoted descent from the old noblesse, 
and he struck me in his bright tunic 
as one who might. be most fittingly 
imaged in a piece of old Dresden 
china; but added to al) this was the 
bearing of a cavalry commander. 

His manner was courteous in the ex- 
treme, but he showed inflexible firm- 
ness and détermination. 


His staff were of the pattern of infp 


Freinch cavalry officers. I have seen 
much of them for years past at ma- 
neuvers, etc., and they combine the 
best qualities of cavalry leaders with 
the utmost camaraderie and good fel- 
lowship. 


Interviews Gen, Sordet, 
INTERVIEWED the general at 
some length, pointing out what I 
had been told by Gen. Joffre and his 
chief of staff, namely, that the cav- 

alry corps had been directed to operate 
on my left or outer flank. I informed 
him that In my opinion this was the 
point where his presence was chiefly 
required, and where his action would 
be most effective in checking the ad- 
vance of the enemy. I told the general 
that I should be very giad of his help 
in that locality as soon as possible, be 
cause in my present forward position, 
and having regard to the continued re 
tirement of the 6th French army, I 
should sorely need all the assistarice I 
could get to establish the army under 
command. in their new position. 

Gen. Sordet was very courteous and 
sympathetic. He expressed the utmost . 
desire to help me in every possible way. 
He added that he had received no or- 
ders to move to the left fank and must, 
therefore, await these instructions be- 
fore he could march. He further told 
me that after the arduous time he had 
experienced when supporting the Bel- 
gian army his horses stood in the most 
urgent need of rest, and that in any 
case it would be impossible for him 
to leave his present position for at 
least twenty-four hours. He promised, 
however, to do all in his power to help 
me, and, as my story will presently 
show, he kept his word splendidly. 

I then went back to Le Cateau to 
pick up any message or news from 
Joffre or Lanrezac. Here I was giad- 
dened by the sight of the detrainment 
of the advanced troops of the 4th divi- 
sion [Gen. Snow]. j 

After a brief halt at Le Cateau I 
started again for my advanced head. 
quarters at Bavai. The experiences of 
that afternoon remain indelibly im- 
pressed on my memory. Very shortly 
after leaving Le Cateau I was met 
by streams of Belgian refugees fleeing 
from Mons and its neighborhood. They 
were lying about the fields in al) di- 


carts and vans in which they were try 
ing to carry off as af their 
worldly goods as possible. The whole 
countrygide showed those concrete evi- 
dences af disturbance and alarm which 
brought home to al] our minds what 
the retreat meant and all that it might 
come to mean. 

After much delay from these causes 
I reached Bavai about half past 2 p. m., 


in the emall town. The temporary aa- 
vanced headquarters were established 
in the market place, the appearance 
of which defies desciiption. The bebel 
of voices, the crying of women and c@il- 
dren, mingled with the roar of the 


of rifies and machine guns, made a 
deafening noise, amidst which it was 
most difficult to keep a clear eye and 
tight grip on the rapidly changing 
course of events. 

In a close room on the upper floor of 
the Mairie, I found Murray, my chief 
of staff, working hard, minus belt, coat, 
and collar. The heat was intense. The 
room was filled with staff officers bring- 
ing reports or awaiting instructions. 
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Some of the headquarters staff had 
not closed their eyes for forty-eight 
hours and were stretched out on forms 
or huddled up in corners, wrapped.in 
that deep slumber which only comes 
to brains which, for the time being, 
are completely worn out. 
If some of the armchair critics who 
80 glibly talk of the easy time which 
staff officers, compared with their regi- 
mental comrades, have in war—if some 
of them could have watched that scene, 
be more chary of forming 
such opinions and s 
wrong ideas. 
‘Personally, I have always been far 
more a regimental] than a staff officer, 
and I have every reason to sympathize 
with the former, but when I have 
Witnessed scenes and gone through 
days such as I am now very imper- 
fectly describing, and when I know 
such days to be frequent and long 
drawn out occurrences in war, it 
makes my blood boil to hear and to 
rea4 of the calumnies which are often 
heaped upon the head of the unfor- 
tunate “staff.” 
Murray iid splendid work that day 
and set the best of examples. On my 
arrival at Bavai he reported the situa- 
tion fully and clearly to me. The 
action of the cavalry and the 19th 
brigade on the left had greatly re 
lieved the heavy pressure on the 6th 
division, and \the retirement was pro- 
ceeding fairly well. | 
Information had, however, reached 
me of the defeat and retreat of the 
8d French army and the continued 
falling back of Lanrezac. I judged 
also, by the method and direction of 
the attack, that strenuous attempts 
were being made to turn our left flank 
and press me back on Maubeuge. The 
foree opposed to me was growing in 


‘pize and I judged it to be more than 


double my numbers. As subsequent 
rmation proved, we were actually 
opposed, by four corps and at least two 
cavalry divisions. 

Early in the afternoon it was clear 
to me‘ that further definite decisions 
must be taken. We could not stand 
on the Kine toward which the troops 
Were now retiring. 

The fortress of Maubeuge lay close 
on my right rear. It was well fortified 
and provisioned. It ts impossible for 
any one, who has not been situated 
‘as I was, to realize the terrible tempta- 
tion which such a place offers to an 
army seeking shelter against overpow- 


‘ering odds. 


For a short time on this fateful aft- 
ermoon I debated within myself wheth- 
er or not I should yield to this tempta- 
tion; but I did not hesitate long, be- 
cause there were two considerations 
which forced themselves prominently 
upon my mind. 

In the first place, I had an instino 
tive feeling that this was exactly what 
the enemy was trying to make me do; 

in the second place, I had the ex- 
ple of Bazaine and Mets in 1870 pres 
ent tn my mind, and the words of Sir 
Edward Hamiley’s able comment upon 
the decision of the French marsha! 
came upon me with overwhelming 
force. Hamley described it as “the 
anxiety of the temporizing mind which 
prefers postponement of a crisis to vig- 
orous enterprise.” Of Bazaine, he says, 
“In clinging to Metz he acted like one 
who, when the ship is foundering, 
should lay hold of:-the anchor.” 

I therefore abandoned all such ideas, 
and issued orders at about 8 p. m., dil- 
recting the retreat some miles further 
back to the line Le Cateau-Cambral.' 

Enemy Greater. 
HE pressure of the enemy on our 
left, fank became greater toward 
night. All reports and reconnais- 
sances indicated a determined at- 
tempt to outflank us and cut across 
our line of retreat, but Allenby’s cav- 
alry -was splendidly disposed and han- 
dled. The German columns were kept 
at bay, and the troops bivouacked gen- . 
erally on a line somewhat south of that 
towards which they had beén ordered 
to retreat in the morning. There was 
some confusion in the retirement of the 
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24 corps. The Sth division crossed 
the rear of the 8d near Bavai, got 
to the east of them and somewhat ‘on 
the line of the retreat of the ist 
corps, whose movement was thus ham- 
pered and delayed. 

1 got back to headquarters at Le 
Cateau late in the evening, where a 
budget of reports awaited me. The most 
important news was contained in a 
telephone message received at 9:40 p. 
m. from Maj. Clive of the Grenadier 
guards, who was my liaison officer at 
French headquarters, This ran as fol- 


“The Fourth army, fighting against 
an enemy estimated at there corps, has 
fallen back to the line Virton-Spin- 
court. Three reserve divisions made a 
counterattack this afternoon from the 
south against the enemy's left flank. 
The Third army, fighting in difficult 
country, has fallen back to. better 
ground this side of the Meuse, about 
Mésiéres and Stenat. The enemy have 
been unable to cross the Meuse. The 
Third army is waiting for sufficient 
strength to make a counterattack from 
its right. The First corps of the Fifth 
army found that the Germans had 
crossed the Meuse behind them south 
of Dinant; they therefore fell back to 
the neighborhood of Givet and Phil. 
ippeville.” 


Murray followed me to headquarters 
about 3 a. m. and reported that all or- 
ders had been carried out effectually 
and that the move was proceeding sat- 
isfactorily. All the troops were very 
tired and had suffered severely from. 
the heat. Our losses in the fighting of 
the last two. days were considerable, 


but not excessive, having regard to 


the nature of the operations. 

In the early hours of the 25th the 
retreat was continued, again covered 
skillfully by Allenby's cavalry. 

During the night the Fourth divisién 
had nearly completed its detrainment 
and was taking up the position as- 
signed to them towards Cambrai. In 
the course of the morning of the 25th 
I visited Snow, who commanded this 
division, and went over the ground 
with him. 

The only action of importance dur- 
ing the day occurred at Solesmes, when 
the rear guard of the 8d division, un- 


der McCracken, was heavily attacked. 


Allenby, with the 2d cavalry brigade 
(4th Dragoon guards, 9th Lancers, and 
18th Hussars), came to his assistance 
and enabled him to continue his re- 
treat. He did.not, however, arrive at’ 
his appeinted destination till late in 
the evening, and then it was with very 
tired men. 
The reports received up tfll noon of 
the 25th showed that the French were 
retiring all along the line,-and there 
was no longer any doubt in my mind 
as to the strength and intention of the 
enemy in our own immediate front. 
Three corps dnd a cavalry division 
were concentrating against us, whilst 
a fourth torps and another cavalry di- 
vision were trying to turn our western. 
flank, 
I had now to consider the position 
most carefully and again come to a mo- 


mentous decision. Was I to stand and, 


fight on the line to which the army 
was now retiring (Le Cateau-Cambrai) 
or continue the retreat at daybreak? 

To hold the Le Cateau position in 
view of the heavy threat on my front 
and western flank was a decision which 
could only be justified if I were sure of 
the absolute determination of the 
French commander to hold on all along 
the line with the utmost tenacity, but 
our allies were alrgady a day’s march 
in rear of us, and every report indi- 
eated continual retreat. At least one 
army corps and two cavalry divisions 
of the enemy were engaged in an out- 
flanking movement on my left, in 
which they had already made some 
progress, and the only help I could de- 
pend upon in that quarter was from 
two French reserve divisions spread 
out on an enormous front toward Dun- 


kirk, and very hastily and indifferent- |} 


ly entrenched. it was unlikely that

troops and the enemy., 

After long and deliberation 
it deemed clear to me that every con- 
sideration pointed to the necessity of 
resuming our march in retreat at day- 
break on the 26th, and orders to that 
effect were accordingly issued. 

I determined to direct the march on

5th Dragoon guards, one of the 
finest cavalry leaders in the 
army, who fell at the head of his 
regiment a few days later, gave infor- 
mation to Gen. Allenby at about 2 a. m. 
regarding the nature of the German 
advance. This seemed of such great 
importance that the lIgtter at once 


and warned him that, unless he was 
prepared to continue his maroh at day- 
break, he would most probably be 
pinned down to his position and would 
be unable to get away. Sir Horace 
asked Gen. Allenby what, in his opin- 
ion, were the chances he had if he re- 
mained and held the position, adding 
that he felt convinced his troops were 
so exhausted as to preclude the possi- 
bility of removing them for some hours 
to 0me. Allenby’s reply was that he 
thought, unless the commander of the 
2d. corps made up his mind to move at 
daybreak, the enemy probably would 
succeed in surrounding him. 

Nevertheless, Sir Horace 
to fight.

I had, late on the evening of the 
25th, before leaving for my headquar- 
ters at St. Quentin, visited several units 
of the 2d corps in their bivouacs and, 
though tired indeed, they had not 
struck me as being worn out troops. 

By the break of day on the 26th the 
5th division on the right had secured 
several hours’ rest. The same may 
be said of the 8th and 9th brigades, 
which came next in the line. The 7th 
brigade had only just arrived at can- 
tonments at 10 p. m. or 11 p. m. on 
the 25th after a heavy day’s march and 
some severe fighting, but they could 
in such an emergency have marched 
at dawn. The 4th division on the left 
of the 2d corps was comparatively 
fresh. 

‘I visited in particular one artillery 
brigade, some of whose guns had been 
saved from capture on the previous 
day by the cavalry. The brigade com- 
mander broke down with emotion as 
he recounted to me the‘plorious brave- 
ry displayed by Francis Grenfell and 
the $th Lancers. 

This brigade fought magnificently 
for several hours next day on Le Ca- 
teau position. ‘

ciennes-Maubeuge. 

This estimate of the situation was 
confirmed by a German wireless mes- 
sage intercepted toward the evening 


‘of the 26th, which stated ‘that the 


outflanking German corps was only 
at that time “moving toward” Carm-. 
brai, and that the remaining corps 
which were engaged in the frontal at- 
tack were only then “moving on” 
toward Catteniéres, Wallincourt, and 
Le Cateau respectively. . 

The ist corps had, as we know, ex- 
perienced a much harder day’s march 
on the 26th, and was attacked at Lan- 
drécies and its neighborhood berore it 
could get any rest at all. Sir Douglas 
correctly appreciated the strength of 
the enemy on his immediate front and 
gauged the situation—namiely: the 
German design to impose on us the 
idea that hé was in great strength and 
to pin our troops to the ground while | 
his flanking movement became effeo- 
tive. 

For this purpose the enemy had hur 
| forward a large force of artillery 

posed of guns and. howitzers of 
all calibers, escorted and protected by 
four cavalry divisions and a limited 
number of Jager battalions. 

These troops were pushed forward 
against the 2d corps at Le Cateau as 
they had been against the Ist corps at 
Landrecies and with a precisely simi-. 
lar purpose. 

The superb gallantry of the troops 
and the skillful leading by divisional 
and brigade and battalion commanders, 
helped very materially by the support 
given by Allenby, Sordet, and D’Amade, 
saved the 2d corps, which other- 
wise would assuredly have been pinned 
to their ground and then surrounded. 
The cavalry pight have made good 
their retreat, but three out of five 
divisions of the British army with the 
7th brigade must have been lost.

The shades and degrees of rank in 
the world of universities are almost as 
many as in the army, but to the gen- 
eral public all, from corporal to gen- 
eral, are “professor.” It is for this 
reason and also because chiropodists, 
horse tamers, and spiritualists are also 
“ professors” that university teachers 
are npt fond’of the title even when it 
is properly theirs. The title of “doc 
tor” suffers also from loose usage. Too 

‘many quacks of one kind and another 
are known as “doctors.” Yet the title 
has its uses. A friend of mine who 
is a doctor of philosophy, having need 

‘ of whisky in a prohibition state, wrote, 
upon the druggist’s suggestion, his 
own prescription. “The law reads 
doctor,” gaid the druggist, “ and all doc- 
tors look alike to me.” 


. These professors and doctors, when 
depicted in play or novel or movie, af- 
ford the university teacher much pleas-

study, and to the general. reading 
which is necessary to keep &@ man 
abreast of his time. Yet the teacher, 
if he has a family, must secure a mar- 
gin for insurance, a savings account, 
or a home. His economic position is 
precarious. If he falls sick he is de- 


lege, and in most schools there is no 
provision fot disability or for retiring 
pensions. It is this insecurity which 
is the nightmare of the college teacher. 
Those schools which have pension 8ys- 
tems are therefore sought above others 
even though salaries are no higher.

Why, then, do men go into go 
teaching? Many do so by chance. The 
young graduate student interested in 
learning accepts a position as assistant 
which enables him to pursue hia stud- 
ies. He ia promoted to an instructor- 
ship and staye on. Hopeful of fur- 
ther advancement he risks marriage 
and thereafter is caught in the ma- 
chine, for he dare not, usually, go into 
other work unless forced to do so. Hig 
training has not qualified him for busi- 
ness and, whatever his natural apti- 
tude for it, if he waits too long there 
is little chance of his making a success 
of it.

For university teachers are poor, 
not alone relatively to successful law- 
yers and doctors, but actually. Insti- 
tutions vary, of course, and some pay 
much better than others. But a sal- 
ary of $5,000 for a “full professor” 
is exceptional, and, of course, only a 
few teachers are of this rank. The 
average pay of the university teacher 
of all ranks the country over I should 
guess to be under $2,000. Even in large 
universities of high standing you will 
find experienced and able men of mid- 
die age who receive no more than -$1,- 
500 or $1,600 yearly. And yet a recent 
industrial investigation brought out the 
fact that $2,500 a year was needed in 
these days to support an average fam- 
jliy of five in decent comfort. 


The cause of low salaries is simple. 
The university teacher who throws up 
his place finds few things which he 
can do. He is highly specialized and 
his attainments have small commer- 
cial value. If he is a teacher of law, 
medicine, or engineering he may, in- 
decd, go into professional work. Con- 
sequently, teachers in the professional 
schools are bétter paid than the rank 
and file of academic instructors. Teach- 
ers of science are also in a better posi- 
tion than formerly. Geologists, ge- 
ographers, and chemists go into the 
‘commercial field as experts in yearly 
increasing numbers, and the universi- 
ties, in order to retain enough of them, 
are obliged to pay better salaries than 
they did once. This upward trend in 
salaries is also not without its effect on 
teachers of other branches, or will be. 
Discrepancies in pay cannot be too 
great or, in time, teachers of language, 
philosophy, and history will not be had. 

Yet the average university teacher 
of today is poorly paid and lives the

Men famous in their own little 
fields of knowledge are known to scrub 
floors, wash dishes, and tend the baby, 
all for their souls’ good doubtless, but 
also somewhat to the detriment of 
their work.
